Arafat seeks peace plan approval

TUNIS, Tunisia — Yasser Arafat prepared on 


Wednesday to ask the PLO’s ruling body to approve 
his peace deal with Israel, amid indications that 
mutual recognition between the Palestinians and the 
Jewish state was imminent. 

The Executive Committee’s approval is required 
before the peace accord for Palestinian self-rule in 
the occupied Gaza Strip and the West Bank town of 
Jericho can be signed. 

Arafat’s meeting with the ruling committee 
promised to be stormy because radical PLO factions 
strongly oppose the deal. He is expected to win sup- 
port from a majority of the panel. 

Arafat arrived in Tunis after a brief stop in Cairo, 
en route from Oman, where Sultan Qaboos wel- 
comed the peace accord. The trip was Arafat’s first 
to an oil-rich gulf Arab nation since they broke with 
the PLO chief three years ago over his support for 
Iraq during the Persian’ Gulf War. 

In Tunis, a senior PLO official said the PLO and 
Israel had agreed on a draft declaration of mutual 
recognition, a major point holding up the accord.

In Tunis, Jamil Hilal, director of the PLO’s 
Information Department, said the 16 members who 
remain on the PLO’s Executive Committee had 
been invited to Wednesday’s session. Two others 
quit last month to protest Arafat’s concessions. 

Opponents complain Arafat’s plan ignores crucial 
issues such as Israeli settlements in occupied territo- 
ries.

Seven were referred to juvenile 
court and released to parents. Two 
were charged in connection with 
other crimes including car theft and 
possession of marijuana, Nielsen 
said. 

An 8-year-old Pleasant Grove boy 
was injured Aug. 8 when gang 
members shot him in the left thigh 
with a frozen paint ball — another 
victim of random gang violence, 
Cullimore said. 

“Tt’s beginning to be a significant 
problem because we didn’t have 
any gang problem at all until recent- 
ly,” Nielsen said. “Families send 
their ‘kids up here from Los 
Angeles, thinking they will do bet- 
ter in the land of Zion. Instead, they 


often become ringleaders.” 

Officers faced a volatile gang 
standoff at the Strawberry Days 
Festival in mid-June. Eighty youths 
from skinhead, Hispanic, Samoan 
and Tongan gangs gathered in the 
parking lot. They began shouting, 
shoving and showing gang signs. 
Most of the tension developed 
between the skinheads and 
Hispanics, Cullimore said. 

Police were outnumbered, with 
only 15 officers-on the scene. 
However, officers were able to con- 
tain the situation before any criminal 
activity or violence occurred, 
Cullimore said. 

Several Orem gang members have 
been arrested in the past 1 1/2 years

Local police have -used the Gang 
Enhancement Act to increase the 
sentences of convicted gang mem- 
bers, said Cullimore. Passed in 1991 
by the Utah State Legislature, the 
law states that charges can be 
enhanced by one degree if three or 
more persons act together in the 
commission of a single criminal act. 
This can lengthen prison terms and 
increase punitive fines.

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Ethnic groups fighting for local needs 


SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hetzegovina — While politicians hopscotch the 
world, Muslims and Croats in central Bosnia are sorting out a messy mix of 
strategic aims and local needs that will decide their future. : 

The area west of Sarajevo to the Adriatic is now the hottest spot in the 17- 
month-old war. It was Muslim-Croat differences over this region that led to a 
collapse in peace talks last week. 

The region is an Achilles’ heel for the Sarajevo government because it gives 
sea access the government wants and humanitarian aid routes its people need to 
survive another winter. 

Under maps proposed in Geneva for the division of Bosnia, a piece of Croat 
territory sticks into Muslim territory. Many villages had a prewar ethnic com- 
position that would put them on the wrong side of the new border. 

“Tf the international community puts pressure on to give Muslims a corridor 
to the sea, this corridor would exist only on paper,” said Bosnian army analyst 
Edi Subasic. 

The region is also critical for humanitarian convoys. “We are way behind for 
winter, not for lack of supplies but for lack of access,” said Peter Kessler, 
spokesman for the U.N. High Commissioner for Refugees in Sarajevo. 


Senate approves Clinton’s college service plan 


WASHINGTON — The Senate gave final approval Wednesday to a $1.5 bil- 
lion compromise version of President Clinton’s plan for students to earn col- 
lege money in exchange for national service. 

The 57-40 vote gave Clinton the first all-new program of his administration. 
The bill now goes to the White House for his signature. 

Clinton said the vote was “in the best sense of reinventing government.” He 
praised the Senate action as “yet another opportunity for change for the 
American people.” 

The program could be up and running by next June, said Eli Segal, who heads 
Clinton’s Office of National Service. The legislation goes into effect on Oct..1. 

The bill was supported by 51 Democrats and six Republicans while four 
Democrats and 36 Republicans opposed it. 


FDA urged to approve European abortion pill 


WASHINGTON — A.committee of the National Academy of Sciences said 
that the abortion pill RU-486 has been so extensively tested in some European 
countries that the FDA should consider it without further clinical trials in the 
United States. 

The NAS report said that health officials in Europe have found the pill in 
combination with another drug to be “a safe and efficacious medical treatment 
for early pregnancy termination.” 

The committee recommended that RU-486 be ‘studied for use in menstrual 
regulation, as a contraceptive and for treatment of endometriosis and fibroids. 
The committee also said that it shows promise in the treatment of breast cancer, 
brain tumors and Cushing’s syndrome. 

The academy committee said that the drug may have side effects, including 
heart attacks in a small number of patients. 

RU-486 also can cause nausea, bleeding and abdominal pain. About 30. per- 
cent of the women using the drug for abortion require a narcotic pain reliever, 
the report said. 


Salt Lake 17-year-old charged with murder 


SALT LAKE CITY — A 17-year-old West High School junior with high 
hopes for an athletic scholarship was charged Wednesday with murder in the 
shooting death of another teen Sept. 1 outside the Triad Center. 

Asipeli Mohi, who was involved in the Colors of Success program to help 
students stay away from gangs, was charged with the first-degree felony in 
what police say was the gang-related death of Aaron Chapman, 17. 

- The criminal information filed in 3rd District Court said Mohi admitted shoot- 
ing Chapman, and that witnesses identified Mohi from photos. 

Police said a fight started as Chapman and two others were leaving the Triad 
Center in a car after a concert. 

’ The shooting leaves school mentors wondering what went wrong. 

“Tf he could have made it through this year, I really think things could have 
changed,” said Duane Bourdeaux, who founded the Colors of Success program 
in 1989 to help at-risk students. Mohi was likely headed for a college football 
program and a better life, he said. 

Chapman’s family insists he was nota gang member, and:police confirm they 
have no information that he associated with gangs.

A noted biblical archeologist who 
has been excavating Qumran, Israel, 
where the Dead Sea Scrolls were dis- 
covered, is in Utah to talk about what 
he has found. 

Vendy! Jones, who has been called 
the real-life Indiana Jones, discussed 
his excavations and views on campus 
Wednesday. 

Jones will also speak tonight at 
Butler Middle School in Salt Lake 
City. His topics will include the 
Tabernacle, the Ark of the Covenant, 
artifacts from the First and Second 
Temple and. the Coming of the Third 
Temple. 

Jones, president of the Institute of 
Judaic Christian Research, has found 
holy anointing oil and 900 pounds of 
holy incense from the Second Temple 
Period as part of his excavations in 
caves in cliffs near Qumran. 

He said these items and others were 
used in temple ceremonies in the 
Second Temple Period in Jerusalem. 
The items were probably removed 
and hidden as the Romans approached 
Jerusalem. 

A former Texan Baptist minister, 
Jones also studied the Copper Scroll, 
which was found in 1952 and is the 
only Dead Sea Scroll made out of 
metal. He based his excavations on 
these findings. 

“The Copper Scroll lists more than 
five dozen cherished objects from the 
Second Temple and the places where 
the treasures are hidden,” Jones said. 
“It identifies related items and the 
places where they were hidden around 
Judea and Samaria.” 

Jones said he is dedicated to finding 
these artifacts, in particular, the Ashes 
of the Red Heifer and the vessel 
which held it. They were used for 
purification of water in the temple 
centuries ago. 

Jones is now using more high-tech 
methods to explore for artifacts. His 
next expedition in Qumran will use 
infrared thermal remote sensing map- 
ping which is augmented by ground 
penetrating radar. . 

He has also booked 50 hours of heli- 
copter time to do survey work over an 
area near Qumran and the Dead Sea. 

Jones said he hopes his next find- 
ings include the long-lost Tabernacle 
of Moses.

BYU winners, losers — 


Winners: The incoming freshmen. 

With the addition of more sections and the required 100-level general education 
classes at BYU, the freshmen this year are looking at a lot more calm than usual. 
The addition comes from an administrative push for “timely graduation:” helping 
students to graduate in four years rather than the BYU average of six. 

Losers: Graduate students. 

The line to obtain a G-lot parking permit snaked out the door and around the 
Traffic Office building this year as graduate and undergraduate students alike wait- 
ed in hopes of a coveted permit. Unlike in the past, graduate students were given 
no special privileges to the G-labeled permits, which were distributed on a first- 
come, first-serve basis this year. 

Winners: The BYU student body. 

After being issued new identification cards, BYU students were told it was the 
last time they would have to wait in that particular line again. A new computer-run 
system will update the cards automatically, alleviating the need for the former sys- 
tem of semesterly renewal by way of an activity sticker. 

Losers: Vending-machine buffs. 

The price of a chocolate candy bar rose from 50 cents to 60 in some vending 
machines around BYU’s campus. The price hike also affects potato chips, cookies 
and other such items. 


Budget deficit is ours 


A recent poll conducted by the Associated Press shows that 95 percent of 
Americans said the government wastes a lot of money. When asked what percent- 
age of the federal budget could be realistically cut, the average response was 37 
percent. However, the only way the government could cut 37 percent of the budget 
— assuming the nation refused to cut its debt service or defense plans — would be 
to cut benefit programs such as Social Security and health care for the elderly. 

Ironically, the same people who would like to see the budget cut by 37 percent 
said they thought programs such as Social Security and health care reform were 
not wasteful, but were good programs. The real findings of the poll: the majority of 
Americans don’t understand the problems associated with the budget. The people 
polled used circular logic; they recommended cutting waste, but that would result 
in cutting programs they felt should not be cut because they found that those very 
programs are not wasteful. 

This should serve as a wake-up call for the majority of Americans. We must know 
what is really going on in Washington — especially if the public expects to play an 
effective role in persuading its lawmakers. If not, Americans cannot expect to keep 
using the politicians as the scapegoats for their budget woes: Americans need to 
dig in and do their homework if they expect the bumper-sticker saying to ring true: 
“If the people lead, the leaders will follow.” 


Credit debt won’t help 


President Clinton’s proposal to allow Americans to pay their taxes with a credit 
card is ludicrous. Americans have pushed the use of credit to the limit, to the point 
where they owe others trillions of dollars through their government. 

That federal debt will tax future Americans enough. Adding, the potential for a 
second layer of debt tied to the federal deficit is cause for alarm. What. happens 
when Joe Taxpayer gives the government his Visa number, but fails to ever pay his 
credit card company for the bill? The government gets the money more quickly, 
but the harm to the economy in general is unacceptable. The Daily Universe 
believes care must be taken to lower the federal deficit so taxes can be kept to a 
reasonable minimum; a new debt burden could only cause higher taxes in the long 
run.

Panel presents ideas 


to prevent prejudice

A race issues panel and a workshop 
on prejudice was conducted 
Wednesday as part of BYU’s 
Discrimination Prevention Sympos- 
ium to help students increase their 
awareness of many prevalent race 
issues. 

The panel consisted of six ethnically 
diverse members who took turns 
answering questions and narrating 
experiences with discrimination. 

Yvette Diaz, a junior majoring in 
anthropology, offered insight into 
why racism might exist at BYU and 
proposed a solution to the awareness 
problem. 

“Racism is a result of ignorance and 
a lack of awareness,” she said.. “In a 
college environment the way to com- 
bat racism here at BYU would be 
through more multi-cultural curricu- 
lum and more contact and exposure to 
international clubs on campus.” 

‘One panel member told of an expe- 
rience she had during the Los Angeles 
riots. Pamela Stokes, a recent BYU 
graduate and member of the BYUSA 
United Club Council, said she was 
walking to church with her daughter 
. in Provo when three Caucasian men

in a pickup truck stopped her, shouted 
racial slurs at her and asked her why 
she. was out on the streets. 

“I was flabbergasted but chose to 
remember that we are all children of 
God. We need to become more edu- 
cated;” she said of the incident. 

Other members of the panel were 
Darius Gray, director of development 
in the communications department; 
Burt Rojas, a senior majoring in sec- 
ondary education from California; 
Alonzo Nez, a senior majoring in 
political science from New. Mexico 
and Hannie Duran, a secondary edu- 
cation major from Mexico. 

At the workshop on prejudice 
Wednesday afternoon, about 20 stu- 
dents, only a few of them minorities, 
discussed some of their prejudices, 
including prejudice against Asians, 
homosexuals, Middle Easterners, 
white males, Hispanics and Jehovah's 
Witnesses. 

“T believe there is prejudice out 
there,” said Mike Gardner, 22, of 
Brigham City, who was directing the 
workshop. “As hard as we try, there’s 
still a little prejudice in us, and there’s 
always something to work on.” 

“[’m grateful to be in an environ- 
ment where we can realize we’re all 
God’s children,” Gardner said. 
“We're all equal.”

Symposium speaker 
encourages tolerance

Choking back tears, Bryan 
Waterman, a former Student Review 
editor in chief, told a small crowd 
Wednesday the story of a childhood 
friend who “came out” and told him 
he was homosexual. 

“I was forced to reconsider many 
things about our childhood and ado- 
lescence that made little sense at the 
time: depression, suicide attempts and 
social isolation,” Waterman said. 


“The pain came when I was forced 
to remember every gay joke I had 
told, every time I had used the words 
‘gay’ or ‘fag’ as pejoratives, every 
time I had contributed to the pain that 
led this friend to repeatedly attempt 
suicide.” 

Waterman’s speech for the BYU 
Discrimination | Prevention 
Symposium was advertised as “Very 
Special Guest” because of pending 
regulations on approval of student 
speakers. 

In his speech, Waterman. addressed 
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RYAN WATERMAN 


the damages to humanity that result - 
from “socialization,” or the negative 
use of labels to describe groups of 
people. He cited common racial and 
ethnic slurs. 

“Among people who are gaining a 
university education ... we might hope 
that our investigation of offensive lan- 
guage would dig deeper than political 
correctness,” he said. “Is there a high- 
est standard upon which all ethical 
and religious systems can agree, and 
upon. which we can base a non-dis- 
criminatory linguistic style of mutual 
tolerance?” 

Audience members offered: possible 
answers to Waterman’s question dur- 
ing a panel discussion following his 
speech. 

“Tolerance requires you to be 
involved,” said Russell Fox, a gradu- 
ate student from Veradale, Wash. 
“Everybody affects everybody else. 
The scriptures tell us we should 
reprove with sharpness, followed by 
an increase of love.” 

Another student told of the discrimi- 
nation she witnessed while with her 
fiance, an African-American who was 
baptized into The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints a few 
years ago. 

“T’m afraid to have him come here 
to BYU because so many people in 
the Church discriminate,” she said. 

Waterman gave attendants a quiz on 
LDS Church doctrine pertaining to 
race and gender issues based on scrip- 
tures and Joseph Smith’s “Lectures on 
Faith.” 

“The Mormon tradition provides as 
much material to argue for racial and 
gender equality as it does for the 
opposite,” he said. 

Agreeing with other symposium 
speakers, Waterman noted in his 
speech that discrimination is often 
committed in ignorance because. of 
cultural upbringing or isolation. 

“T_anguage shapes our concepts and 
the concepts of our children, our com- 
munity and-our future,” he said. He 
noted that tolerance for racial, gender, 
religious or sexual differences begins 
with language.

A new science magazine, ZiNj
